FRUIT EXPERT RECOMMENDS 
SAFEGUARD AGAINST SALE 
OF POOR STOCK 


It has been shown how the Wash¬ 
ington Navel orange possesses the j 
sporting habit to a high degree. At¬ 
tention has been called to the fact that 
after years of propagation of citrus j 
trees from bud wood indiscriminately ! 
cut, our orchards and especially the i 
younger ones are beginning to contain ‘ 
far too large a proportion of worthless j 
Vavel degenerates. At the State Fruit 
Growers Convention at Pomona two 
years ago. the writer drew attention to ' 
the seriousness of this state of affairs. 

The great problem before the orange i 
growers at the present time is how to j 
increase the average number of boxes l 
per acre and at the same time improve 
the quality. After all expenses of pro- 
iluctlon are taken care of, any increase ; 
'n the yield will mean much greater j 
profits, as the additional product will 
have to meet the expense of disposi¬ 
tion only. 

In the first place and in regard to 
existing groves which contain barren 
or "hobo” trees, there is evidently only- 
one solution and that consists In re¬ 
moving the tops of all barren or other¬ 
wise undesirable and unprofitable trees 
and building them over to pure Wash- 
'ngton Navel. No amount of cultiva¬ 
tion, fertilization or Irrigation will 
make a hobo tree change its habit. 
Budding over is the only remedy. 

In the sei'ond place and in regard 
to all future orange orchards the prob¬ 
lem Is: How are we to put a stop to 
the distribution and planting of all 
such worthless hobo trees?

Recent Investigations by tic United 
Slates Geological Survey In the White 
Mountains are of interest in Southern 
California as showing the effect on 
mountain streams of having ilte drain¬ 
age areas well forested. The investl- 
gi lions in Hi.. White Mountains were 
conducted primarily to ascertain the 
effect of forestall.>n on navigable 
streams. However, the conclusions arc 
just as applicable to those mountain 
streams whose use fur water supply 
makes their dependability even more 
essential. 

That the forest cover of tl.e White 
Mountains has a distinct and measur¬ 
able effect upon the navigable streams 
Which head in that direction Is the 
unequivocal and emphatic statement of 
(lie Geological Survey. The Director 
of tlie Survey has tiled Ills preliminary 
report on the White Mountains with 
tl.e National Forest Reservation Com¬ 
mission, and, ns earlier announced, the 
(hidings are favorable to tlie purchase 
o? lands under the Weeks law. 

The report of tin* Geologictl Survey 
Is based on the results of exhaustive 
Investigations and specific lit Id tests 
which have been carried on during 
the last year. The Investigations are 
In lieved to solve definitely a problem 
that has long been a source of strenu- 
oiii content loll among scientists, In¬ 
cluding tin* friends of forest conser¬ 
vation, and while these Investigations 
have direct reference to tlie entire 
White Mountain area, they establish 
a principle which Is of far wider np- 
pl.cation. 

The Weeks Forest Reservation Law 
places upon the Geological Survey the 
responsibility of establishing, before 
purchase, the fact that forest lands 
have an effect upon the navigability 

navigable streams, and the law pro¬ 
vides that the Survey shall make a 
field examination of every tract of¬ 
fered to the government for sale 
thereunder. The Survey has insisted 
nn following the plain mandate of the 
law and making such examinations, 
in.I ut an office desk hut actually on 
tlie ground, in n thoroughgoing, sclen- 
tlfii manner.

Therefore the Survey carried forward 
It' farther investigation la the White 
Mountains along the lines of try¬ 
ing to show that deforestation and 
subsequent burning of the forest mulch 
results in a more rapid run-olT and 
tin refore tends to make unstable the 
flow of streams. 

The hydrometric showing presented 
in the preliminary report covers re- 
: sells on two small, almost exactly sim¬ 
ilar drainage basins of about 5 square 
miles, each, on the cast I ranch of 
Pi mlgewassct River, one largely 
c'othed with virgin timber and the 
other deforested and burned. The 
facts observed nre so striking as to 
render the position of the Survey im- 
pi'i gnablc. Careful measurements of 
precipitation over the ureas and of the 
run-off of the respective streams show 
that not only was the snow held bet¬ 
ter In the forested area, but that dur¬ 
ing a period of 17 days in April, In- 
il .ding three extendi il storms, the 
r. n-off of ttu* streams in the deforest¬ 
ed area was u comparative Hood— 
practically double that of the stream 
(lowing through the forested area, as 
shown graphically below 


WORKING FOR INDIAN SCHOOLS 

Rev. F. G. Collett was In Sierra 
Madre last week In the interest of the 
Indian school work In this state. There 
are about 19,000 Indians in the state, 
including about 3,800 children of 
school age without opportunity even 
to learn to read and write. The state 
laws provide for the establishing of 
Separate schools for Indian children, 
to overcome the objection of race pre¬ 
judice to the admission of these chil¬ 
dren to the common schools. One 
school has already been established at 
Colusa under state and county super¬ 
vision and it is hoped that the move¬ 
ment which Rev. Collett represents 
will result in the establishment of 


therefor, a trained Inspector who will 
i artfully examine the trees and their 
fruit from which buds are desired. If 
these conform to the high standard set 
the inspector will personally super¬ 
vise the cutting of buds and will over¬ 
see in person the setting of the buds 
in the root stocks. After the buds are 
placid, the inspector will attach to 
each tree a metal seal with copyright¬ 
ed monogram bearing the name of the 
variety and the kind of root stock. This 
seal is to be attached in such a way 
that it will remain on the tree while 
passing through the avenue of trade 
and until the tlnal owner breaks and 
discards it after the tree is set in its 
permanent position tn the orchard. 

It is not proposed to advocate any 
law* to compel nurseryment to handle 
sealed trees only, for the public wil 
certainly demand sealed trees and be 
"lad to pay more for them as soon as 
they are available. 

At present the government inspects 
and guaranties the freedom from dis¬ 
ease of all meats slaughtered in the 
great packing houses. The slate ana¬ 
lyzes our fertilizers, insecticides and 
commercial feeding stuffs Many cit¬ 
ies have laws stating a standard for 
milk at retail, the amount of moisture 
allowable in butter, etc. And yet the 
person who comes here, secures land 
and buys orange trees to plant on it. 
has no possible way of determining 
whether the trees were budtbd from 
standard Navels or from hobo, Aus¬ 
tralian degenerates. Is there rot a de¬ 
mand for some system by which tre< s 
with known anteredends may be placed 
on the market? I think there is. 

In these days there is a great deal 
of talk about "pedigreed" nursery 
stock. Usually what is sold as pedi¬ 
greed stock is stock whose scions are 
said to have been cut from a tree or 
trees which are said to have yielded 
exceptionally well. This is good so j 
far ns it goes, hut it does not protect 
from ignorant or enrol, ss dealers. The 
unit of the plant it not tree; it is the 
hud. The term “pedigree" refers to 
animals, not plants. One Navel orange

In the Shoal Pond Brook basin (the 
forested area) tin* Survey established 
7 rain sages and 2a snow gages and 
tin* engineers visited these continually 
during the winter on snowshoes, the 
snow being from 4 to 7 feet deep: In 
tin* adjoining Burnt Brook l*usin (the 
deforested urea) It established 9 rain 
gases and 18 snow gages. On both 
streams hydrometric stations were 
established anil the stream flow deter- 
min. d with a high degree of accuracy. 
The Survey report shows that the 
maximum flood flow from tlie forest¬ 
ed basin was only 67 per com of that 
from the deforested basin. 

During the period of these storms 
Burnt Brook (deforested) contributed 
a much greater volume of water to 


is need for them. It is hoped by this

How to Keep Butter Cool. 

A convenient and easy way to keep 
butter cool is by applying the princi¬ 
ple of cooling by evaporation as used 
In the wet bull) of tlie wet atid dry 
bulb hygrometer. The butter is placed 
In a closed reeeptable (butter dish with 
lidi, and after this has been placed in 
a soup plate containing water a wet 
cloth is put over the dish with its ends 
in the water. 

Evaporation goes on at the surface 
of the cloth, and more water is supplied 
to the cloth from the plate below. 
This keeps the cloth and dish inside 
at a few degrees below the atmos¬ 
pheric temperature, and by this means 
butter can be kept firm in the hottest 
days.
